A letter from 
Kamp to one of his followers re- 
veal^ that the work of the pro- 
fascist publication would be carried 
on by the Constitutional 3Ekluca- 
tional Lea^e. **Tke Awakener is 
dead, but the work is being car- 
ried on,” Kamp wrote, “ahd under 
separate cover, you willjreceive , , . 
recent booklets and pamphlets of 
fthe Constitutional Educational 
League.” 

There was a considerable demand 
for the sensational anti -Administra- 
tion, anti-labor and anti-Semitic 
propaganda material which began 
to pour out of the League's offices in 
New York City, New Haven, Con- 
necticut, and Madison, Wisconsin. 
The League's books, pamphlets and 
leaflets, many of them 'written by 

SCOPE ON PEOPLE 


Kamp himself, were soon being dis- 
tributed throu^Kout the country by 
the German- American Bund, the 
Christian BVont, the Crusaders for 
Americanism and other fifth column 
organizations. The printings ran ” 
into large . numbers. According to 
Kamp, he disposed of 2,200,000 cop- 
ies of one booklet entitled Join the 
CIO ^ and help huitd a SOVIET 
AMERICA. Between 1937 and 1940, 
.Kamp claims, he distributed a total 
of 10,000,000 pieces of literature. 

All of this, of course, cost money, , 
especially since the propaganda * 
pieces, although marked at various 
pricey were usually distributed f lee. 

To raise funds to support this prop- 
aganda activity and to meet hi^ own 
personal needs, ^Kamp sent his pri- 
vate solicitors to the offices of re- 
actionary business men, ardent 
pro-fascists and .rabid isolationists 
throughout the country. The solici- 
tors, carefully trained, in methods 
of high-pressure salesmanship by 
Kamp hinwelf, brought in hSmd- 
somesums. 

There were other sources of funds 
for such propaganda work. One of 
K.axnp*s closest collaborators on the 
Constitutional Educational League 
was A. Cloyd Gill, a notorious anti- 
Semitic propagandist. In August 
1936, Gill helped arrange a national 
conference at AsheviUe, North Car- 
olina, attended by leading American 
anti-Semites and pro-Nazi propa- 
gandists, Following this «>nference 
an intimate working relationship 
developed between Gill and Kamp. 

On June 17, 1938, Gill ffispatched 
one of his solicitors on a very .spe- 
cial fund-raising mission. Here is

He pointed out that there is no doubt that Subject KiHP is inti-Coanunist 
and .Anti-idainistration* He described KAHP as a patriotic Anerlean whose 
politics are "extremely to the right and violently so"* fie Stated that he 
considers HAHP* s orj^isation to ^ an educational organisation .which will 
accept financial assistance from any legitimate source* He pointed out 
that .HAHP has mentioned to him that the American people must be educated 
In order to recognise Coaoninism and the threat of Cosnunism to the existence 
of this .Government* Hr^ PETOE stated that these pamphlets written by HAHP 
axe evidently KAHP^ s means of edticating tiie American people* Hr* P^OE 
pointed out that he himself did not cpprove of the tone of these pasphlets 
as they appear to be a little too violent* Be also mentioned that the 
contents of these panpblets suet be true and accxurate as he has never 
read in any newsp^er where HAMP's organisation Or KAHP had been sued by 
any of the individuals mentioned in these pamphlets for libel or slanderous 
attacks on their .^aracter* Hr* PRYOR stated that he does hot consider 
SAMP^s organisation to be a political organisation and to his knowledge no 
political party has ever subscribed to it.

Reference is iw,dc to the report of Sjpeclal Agent JAMES J, 
BO^JMAH, dated February 14, 1945 at Hew HavVn, Connecticut, in which 
the results of an interview with SAMUEL fX^RYOR, Old Field Point Road, 
Oreenwich, Connecticut are set out. It pointed out that SAMUEL F. 
PRYOR is the forcer Rational Treasurer and the foraer Vice Chalraan 
and present Rational Conaitteenan of the Republican Party. 

During the interview set out in referenced report, Mr, 
PRYOR stated that he feels very strongly against Concunisa and also 
believes that the Aaerican people need soae education to equip then- 
selves to coabat this threat to the Aaerlcan fora of life. 

He stated he did not know th|& best way to furnish this 
education. He stated that JOSEPH PETElMi^AMP is also strongly anti-
